She saw 
that there was something in this appeal for 
mercy which she must investigate and 
digest, and though Liao Shou-héng’s action 
will not, apparently, prevent her from des- 
troying’ Weng Tang-ho in her own good 
time, she has evidently thought it best to 
delay her thunderbolt, for up to now (Ist 
January) no decree has been issued on the 
subject.

for the past fortnight at the Nanking 
Vicereyal yamén from all parts of the 
empire and not only from the provinces 
over which H.E. rules. Even the Emperor 
and Empress Dowager have commanded 
presents to he sent to the Viceroy; 
the Empress Dowager sending forty-eight 
articles consisting, many of them, of very 
salable pieces of broura and jade eutios of 
great antiquity, while the Emperor sent 
six to his old and ‘ faithful Minister.” See- 
us this many of the Princes and nobles of 
the Imperial clan also have followed the 
Empress Dowager’s example and it is 
estimated that from them alone the market 
value of their presents cannot be far undet 
‘Tis. 100,000. In the mist of these pre- 
parations came tho , Empress Domazer's 
Aceree calling Viceroy Liu to Peking, which 
fell like a damper upon the spirits of 
H. E.'s friends and subordinates, For- 
tunately, however, Governor Lu Ch‘van- 
lin and Treasurer Lu Yuns-ting were equal 
ta the occasion. They jointly wired the 
Throne that Viceroy Liu's health was too 
weak to hear the rigours and hardshi 
winter travel to the North owing to his 
great age, and prayed that he be permitted 
to delay his departure for Peking until the 
spring. A reply was given that the Viceroy 
could do what suited best his state of 
health, All this it seems was done un- 
known to the Viceroy and in consequence 
he had been energetically engaged. in 
settling up his affairs preparatory to hand- 
ing his seals of offices to Governor Lu as 
acting Viceroy. But as far as things seem 
to have gone on in Nanking the uap- 
pearances are that the Viceroy will cele- 
brate his birthday anniversary before going 
North.

RAILWAY COMMUNICATION 
BETWEEN INDIA AND CHINA. 
I6th Jan. 

THE province of Szechuan with its 
fertility. its mineral resources, its 
agricultural products, its large hard- 
working population, and its vast 
existing and potential trade, is the 
foal to which English, French, and 
ermans are all directing their efforts, 
nor should we be surprised to hear 
that Russia, despite her convention 
with Lord Salisbury, has got an eye 
on the northern and eastern roads 
into the provice. Mr. Archibald 
Little having proved at his own ex- 
pense and risk that steamers can be 
taken safely to Szechuan through the 
Yangtze Gorges, it is understood that 
the Germans are building steamers 
to follov him. The French are 
trying 
Yunnan, and are surveying 
from Laokai to Yunnanfit and so on 
to the Yangtze. The English have 
nearly completed a railway from Man- 
dalay in Burma to Kunlong Ferry 
on the Salween, which divides Burma 
from Yunnan, and this railway it is 
proposed to carry on to Talifu and 
thence to the Yangtze. This would 
make Rangoon the seaport for western 
Szechuan, instead of Shanghai, and

Fortunately, the ill effects of this scarcity 
are slight because business in England at the 
present time is particularly sound. ‘The 
same combination of cir yee tem years 
ago would have produced widespread panic 
and bankruptey. Now it only atfects seriously 
those who have made reckless engagements 0a 
a weak credit. The money market generally 
accepted the increase of the Bank rate quite 
calmly and approved of it. ‘The open market 
rate of discount followed that of the Bank 
and is now at a little over 54. Per contra, 
the joint-stock banks and discount houses 
raised their allowances on deposits to 4and 
4} per cent. Consols declined to 102 but 
have since recovered to 1024, and have a 
tendency to rise.

When reading of the great Elizabethan 
days and the splendid men the reign 
brought to the front, every Englis! 
must fool a glow of pride thit the ptr 
that age has listed throngh three centuries, 
and that the present finds us still keeping 
up worthily the traditions of our forefathers 
and leading the van in the advanco of 
progress and civiliantion, Our soldiers 
and sailors show the same undaunted 
couraze, and our merchants and travellers 
the same enterprise and love of adventure, 
‘As Mr. Ryley says in his preface : The 
story of the perilous adventures of Muster 
Ralph. Fitch, ‘merchant of London,’ in 
his endeavour to open up the Golden East 
to his countrymen, is in an eminent degree 
typical of the period and of the Elizabeth. 
an Englishman,” and those who would 
understand the British characteristics, 
which lie beneath our modern luxury and 
ease, cannot do better than consider the 
real meaning of the story told in this hook. 
Fitch was one of four merchants who aailed 
in the Tiger in 1553, under_a chartor 
granted by Queen Elizabeth to Sir Edward 
Osborne and others, to trade with the 
Le ‘They went'to Tripoli and Syria 
and go through Asia Minor, down the 
Euphrates to Babylon. Thence past 
Bahrein to Ormuz, whero they were mnie 
prisoners by the Portuguese Governor, 
Don Albuquerque, who sent them to 
Goa. Fitch made’ his eseapo from Goa 
and went te Agra, where he found the 
Great Akbar in the plenitude of his power, 
and thence across India toSerampore. He 
then went to Pegu and Malacca, and 
returned to England. ‘Tho return journey 
occupied over three years, and the traveller 
had been amay for eight yeara from home. 

‘The narrative, which is exceedingly 
interesting, occupies but part of the book, 
as Mr. Ryley has introduced the account 
of the journey hy a suggestive historical 
summary, designed to. illustrate the 
circumstances under which it was entered 
upon, and has completed the story by 
information from other sources. _ Tho 
accounts given by the traveller of India 
and Burma are extremely interesting and 
show how little manners and customs have 
changed in tho East since his day. Pos- 
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sibly, however, brokers in Shanghai prefer 
Jocal’ custom to that formerly prevailing 
in Pegu: 

“There are in Pegu eight Brokers, 
whom they call Tareghe, which are bound 
to sell you gouiléat the price which they 
be woorth, and you give them for their 
labour two in the hundred : and they be 
bound to make your deht g-od, because 
you sell your miarchamlises upon their 
word. If the Broker psy you not at his 
day, you may take him home, and keeps 
him in your house ; which isa great shame 
for him, And.if he pay you not presently, 
you may take his wife and children and 
his slaves, and binde them xt your doore, 
and set them in the Sunne ; for that is the 
law of the country.” 

Tt seems extraordinary that ainan should 
he able to travel and trade during eizht 
years through such unsettied districts, 
and with no knowledgo of the Isnguages 
Of the countries passed through, Que ean- 
not help feeling what tough material our 
forefathers were made of. ‘There aro no 
complaints of climute or hardships, and we 
long for moro details of how difficulties 
were surmounted. ‘There is a curious 
account of the Chinese, which the traveller 
learned in Malacca.

AN EXPENSIVE JOURNEY. 

The writer has just succeeded in making 
aquick journey from Ichang to this port 
(254 days including all stoppages), and a 
single word in regard to his experiences 
may not be uuncceptuble. At Ichang he 
found the price of boats extremely high 
owing to the great demand for trackers, who 
were asking as much as 7,000 nud 8,000 
cush for the journey. Not very long ago 8,009 
or 3,500 cash was considered excellent pay 
and for this sum good men in abundance 
were forthcoming. ‘Lwenty years ago x well- 
found Jvatze could be hired for 70,000 or 
80,000 cash : on this occusion his voynge ex- 
peuses total up to about Tis. 260. The differ- 
ence ix enormous aud in ise supplies good 
ground for the oft-expressed wish for steam- 
ers, The river was in fairly good condition 
for travelling, although the three old Rapids 
and the New Rapid were distinctly for- 
midable, At the Yeht‘an quite 300 junk« 
were collected, awaiting their turn to be 
pulled up: at the second there were probably 
a hundred assembled for the same reason.

‘This is 
because there is a deeply rooted conviction 
that these troops have no relation to the 
suppression of the uprising, but will be as 
useless ns those belonging to the province 
have for the most part proved—not always, 
indeed, through their own fault, Mean: 
time the reign of terror in many counties 
has continued in a somewhat milder way 
than before, but in a degree sufficient 
to cause acute misery toa great number 
of people, mainly Roman Catholies and 
Protestants, though a few outsiders have 
begun to be implicated also. Iu all these 
cases the local officials have cousisteutly re- 
ported that within their borders all is 
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perce and tranquillity,” and if there were 
any rumours to the contrary, it was bec:

‘Tsingtao, falsely called“ Kiaochou”) our 
local foreign postmaster has been transferred 
to another position, thus leaving this im- 

ortant office entirely in the hands of a 

hinese ataft, The retiring head of affairs, 
‘Mr. B, Arndt, had proved himself the very 
man for the place, xffible, gentlemanly, 
and obliging towards Chinese and foreigners 
alike, to say notiing of his executive 
ability. We regret hia removal, not only 
for the ndvantages of his presence, but als 
because it has not seemed necessary to those 
in control to supply the place with an 
incumbent equally well-equipped for manng- 
ing the several mail routes centering at this 
Jarge mercantile city. [tis the strong cor 
viction both in the interior and at the coast 
that Weihsien should be manned by « com- 
etent foreign postmaster. Here three very 
important routes converge, to wit, from 
Chefoo, Tsingtao, and Chinanfu. ‘These are 
the channela through which flow nearly all 
the mail for the numerous foreign residents 
en route, not to mention the millions of 
natives hore futuro 7, of the new mnil 
system will largely depend upon its prompt- 
ee and reliability.” If Shantung mat 
have Chinese postmisters at this early stage 
in the experiment, why uot make nn effort 
to furnish men fron this province whose 
Knowledge of local anhy, whose dialect 
and social attitude, will gain the confidence 
ofthe people sooner than ean those who 
come from distant partsofChina? If Shan- 
tung cannot furnish the men Chili pro- 
vince certainly can. 

THE WEUHS{EN COAG FIELD. 

Now that the prospecting drills of the East 
Asiatic Bunk Syndicate hnve brought to light 
near this city a very respectable veia of 
coal at a depth varying from sixty to one 
hundred and sixty metres, it is to be hoped 
that the coal will prove of such quality as 
to insure immediate returns for the time 
and money already investad.

TRANSFERRED TO THE GERMAN FLAG. 

It is not long since ® large transfer 
of vessels (viz:—the whole fleet of elevon 
steamers of the East Indian Ocean Steam- 
ship Line) runing between Sinapore and 
Bangkok, was made from the British to the 
German flag, being purchased by the North- 
German Lloyd Steariship Co. from Messrs. 
Alfred Holt and Co. of Liverpool. Now 
another similar deal hast place, the 
fleet of the Scottish Oriental Steamship Co., 
La, having been suld to the North German 
Lluyds as x going concern, and the vessels 
will be trunsferred to the German 
The on ement will for the present 
remain in the hands of the present agents, 
Messrs, Butterfield and Swire, and the 
officers aml crewa have been given 
the option to remain in the service of 
the new owners. It ix reported that 
the purchase money was $4,500,000. By 
these purchases the North-German Lloyds 
acquire a predominant portion of the 
shipping interest to Siam, and no doubt it 
will be fullowed by a large increase in 
German trade there in the course of time. 
‘The relegation of the British flag to a. 
second place in Siam is to be regretted on 
more accounts than one, but no one can 
prevent shipowners selling their ships and 
business, if offered a tempting price. We may 
be sure, however, that the deal was not 
made on the part of the German mail 
company without a good prospect of an 
ultimate paying return on the capital.

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CHINA IN LONDON, 
: Two unusual events marked Inst 
monthly id debate of the Article 
Club as being something quite specinl and 
distinct from its fellows. Ta the first place 
the chair was taken for the first time by the 
Chinese Minister Plenipotentiary, Sir Chih- 
ci Lofeng! luh, and in the second, ladies 
were invited to listen to the debate from the 
gallery (an honour nut usually accorded 
them). Hence I am uble to tell you all about 
the function, which was made ‘quite pictu- 
resque by the number of Chinese and other 
Oriental potentates present. Seated next to 
his Excellency was Lord Suffield, Presideat 
of the Club, and among the notable people 
ut the top table were the Right Hou. Lord 
Morris, Viscount Templetown., Lord Charles 
Beresford (who made the speech of the 
evening), Mr, Justice Kekewich, the 
Ministers representing the Governments of 
Servia, Chile, Greece, Uruguay, and Hayti; 
six attuchis of the Chinese Legation, 
one of whom, Me. Chen-yeu, I recog: 
nised as the gentleman who interpreted 
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for Mrs, Shen at the International Con- 
gress of \WVomen in July Inst; Mr. Jamieson, 
jour ex-Consul-General; Mr. Byron Brenan, 
Jonsul-General tt_tho present time ; Mr. 
©. J. Duilgeon (President of the Shang- 
hai Chamber of Commerce); Mr. R. & 
Gundry, Hon. Sec. of the China Association; 
and many others. After the Queen’s health 
had been drunk with musical honours, Lord 
Suffield proposed the health of His Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor of China, and the 
Chineso National Anthem was played on 
the organ, Then the Chairman made a 
somewhat lengthy speech in most excellent 
English, in which he introduced the subject 
of the ‘evening's debate-—the development 
of British trade with China, After a few 
opening remarks he said that he was glad 
to ‘announce that, during the past few 
days, & Ministry for Commerce had been es- 
tablished in Peking and that, for the first 
time during period of 6,000’ years, com- 
merce was now represented in the Cabinet 
of China, “I must congratulate” (said his 
Excellency) “the nation that enjoys by far 
the largest share of China’s trade, and 
also that loyal and enlightened States- 
man, bis Excellency Li, on an admi 
tive ‘appointment which I believe will be 
productive of much good.” On the subject 
of education the speaker waxed eloquent. 
“English schools in China,” he said, “are 
daily on the incrense,” and he estimated 
that in the entire Empire there must be at 
the lowest computation quite 10,000scholars. 
Literature likewise seemed in a flourishing 
state, but I was somewhat amused to hear 
the wideness of its range, as it is said tv 
include Huxley's Evolution of Man and 
Dumas’s Dame aux Camellias, both of which 
appear to have been translated into Chinese. 
‘he subject of English people, learning 
Chinese was touched upon both by the 
Chairman and by Lord Charles Beresford ; 
both commended it, but his Excellency 
added a small piece of advice: “Doi 
teach the Chinese how to teach th 
own language”—this has evidently been 
attempted by some one with disastrous 
results. He mentioned a tour which he is 
making with the object of enquiring into 
our various manufactures and discovering 
how only we make them pay, and the 
result of his investigations should, it seemed 
to me, be uf almost equal advantage to both 
English and Chinese. Iron and steel, 
railway lines.and sleepers, and mining were 
touched upon, also the fact that before one 
possesses things one does not feel the need 
of them, but like opium snd morphia once 
a taste them the craving sets His 
xcellency prophesied that a craving would 
shortly sot in in China for many things 
which hitherto had been deemed unnecessary, 
but they would not be harmful things such as 
the narcotics he had mentioned. most 
satistactory remark for us was: “The more 
we start our own industries the more English 
trade with China will be developed.” As 
an example of this he quoted lithography ; 
“Formerly,” he said, “all our work was 
done by foreign houses—now we have 
started a lithographic printing office of 
our own and instead of getting the 
work done abroad we now send to Eugland 
for the stones, press, ink, leather—in fact 












































everything we want, and the same would 
probably apply to’ all new industries.” 
Lord Charles” Beresford was the next 


speaker, and he devoted all his energies to 
telling us whst China wants from us and 
what we want from China. ‘That her inte- 
grity should remain and her door be kept 
open, that she should remain intact and not 
be divided up into separate provinces, seems 
to be what. Chiua most desires; what we 
want according to Lord Charles is greater 
security for our capital, a revision of tariffs 
and a fixed revenue; also, and this was a 
reat point, an organised army aud police. 

fe said that during his visit to China 
he had many times proposed how it could 
most effectively be dove. He suggested 
that the various trading countries should 
help China to establish an army composed 
entirely of natives, but officered by foreiguers, 








on the sime lines that had been adopted 
by the Maritime Customs. This brought 
up the word “Alliance” of which since Mr. 
Chamberlain's celebrated Leicester speech 
we have heard so mach. Lard Charles said 
he did not mean that’ at ‘all, as it would 
be an impossibility, and moreover he 
considered the word a fatal one. What he 
meant was an agreement or understanding 
between all the countries interested pre- 
ciselyion ythe same lines that had been 
previously’ adopted, ‘There was only one 
country which he considered might probably 
wish foran “alliance” with us, and that 
was Jupan.

successor. The medivval world became 
modern by a bloodless revolution, the 
Jelassical became medieval by a’ very 
bloody one.

A DUBLIN FUSILIER GIVES IS 
BXPERIENCES. 

We have been favoured with a copy of a 
letter from a member of the Dublin Fusi- 
Tiers to a brother in the yarrison in Hong- 
kong. The letter is written in pencil, and 
describes the fight at Dundee in which 
General Symons fell mortally. wonnded :— 


(Copy) 
Esteourt, 11th November 1899, 

Dear—I take this chance to write to 
‘ou, being on ‘outpost duty’ T have a 
ttle time to myself. We have hind n quiet 
time of it lately. We were up at Dundee, 
near the Border about 4,000 stron; 
suddenly one morning about 4.30 au 
we were surprised to see shells by the 
score droppiny in our midst, We at once 
formed up snd went in extended order for 
cover. ‘The enemy were in possession of 
two hills, which were nearly impreznabl 
our advance was covered by our Artillery, 
who did some splendid work ; we moved 
along by coinpanies, fire all 
time, until we reached a nullah about 1,000 
yards from the Boer position, We waited 
Ure for about one hour till the other two 
Regiments arrived at the foot of the hill, 
thore was n hit of a wood and a stone wall. 
Do get to that wall you would have to 
cover 600 yards of yround as flat as x billiard 
table, General Penn. Symons then 
the order ‘The Dublius will lead the-at- 
tack.’ We then started xoross the phin 
in quicktime by sections to about 10 paces, 
and a distance of 20 paces between sections, 
then started a murderous cross fire fom 
about 7,000 Boers’ Manser rifles. The 
ballets came round us like rain, By God, 
old chap, T'H remember that advanee till 
I die, Well, we got across with the 
wonderful small loss of 11 mon. We then 
went through the bit of a wood, and 
dropped behind the wall, fagzed out, From 
this wall we blazed away at the enemy on 
the hill. Meanwhile the other two Reg- 
iments were just behind us at the cde of 
the wood. ‘The order then came from the 
General, ‘Tho Dubling will assault and 
occupy the positio iny heart 
jumped into my mouth was putting it 
mildly. There we were behind a wall 400 
yards from the Boers with the bullets flst- 
tening themselves against the wall and 
occasionally going through some poor 
fellow's skull.” The Artillery were firing 
over our heads all the time, just then the 
General gut a bullet in his stomach and 
was earied to the rear. We fixed hay- 
onets and started up the rocks, munya 
poor fellow being struck out_of groceries 
on the way up. ‘The King’s R, Rifles and 
R. Irish Fusiliers came up just helow 
our right; the hill_was so steep near 
the top that the Boers bal to stand 
up on the crest to fire. These were of 
course immediately knocked over by the 
supports at the stone wall. When we got 
on top, all the Boers to be seen were 
either dead or wounded. The Boers were 
of course retiring across the plain beyond. 
‘Two batteries of artillery galloped up into 
the nek between the two mountains, and

He brings out the important functions 
which the scout discharges to an army in 
the field and the great dangers which he 
runs. He says:— It is comparatively 
easy for a man in the heat and excitement 
of hattle, where overy one is striving to 
be first, to dash out before the rest and 
do some gallant deed ; but it is. an 
thing for a mm to take his life 
hand to carry out some extra dangerous 
bit of scouting on his own account, whe 
there is no one by to applaud, ‘and 
might be just. as easy for h 
that is a tue bit of hero's worl 
it is what a scout does continually ay 
in the day's work.’ Te is his own pluck 
and ability that enable him to do his work 
with success, For these reasons the scout 
on service is looked up to with the greatest 
respect and admiration by his comrades.” 
‘The nuthor advises the scout, When in 
Aoubt us to whether to go'on or to go 
back, to think of the Zulu saying, ‘I we 
go forward we die, if we go hackward we 
dio; better go forward and die.’” Colonel 
Baden-Powell, like a true sportsman, 
makes the following comparison between 
scouting and football :—"'Te is also like a 
xame of football. You are selected as a 
forward player. Play the game ; play that 
your side may win. Don’t think of your 
‘own glorification or your own risks—your 
side are backing you up. Play up and 
make the best of every chance you get. 
Football is x good ganie, hut. beiter than 
it, better than any other game, is that of 
manhunting, But like all other games, it 
is no use your going in for it without 
previous training; and I hope that what 
T have said above may he of some use in 
helping you to take a distinguished part 
in the best sport in the world, namely, 
scouting,” —China Muil.

‘The evidence for the prosecution was 
pened hy the calling of William Bowers, 
the first mate of the vessel. On the day 
in question, he said, he was taking dinner 
about noon in the eahin and heard a 
disturbance on deck. He rushed out and 
saw the prisoner near the galley door. 
He heard the cook shouting and rushed to 
s the matter. He saw the 
holding the cook down, having an 
his hand. He was evidently going 
to assault the man, and the witness took 
the axe away from him. ‘The cook was 
bleeding, and had evidently been struck 
over the eye. ‘The captain came along, and 
asked what was the matter, and the prisoner 
replied that the cook had threatened him 
with a fork. 

Mr. Clegg, the master of the vessel, also 
gave evidence. He told of his arrival on 
the scene, and of the taking of the axe from 
the prisoner’s hand. He (switness) saw 
that prisoner's left hand was at the cook's 
throat, keeping him on the ground. Ho 
pulled’ the prisoner outside the galley, 
lifted the cook to his feet and asked 
him what the matter was, or whether 
he had given any provocation. ‘The cook's 
story was that the prisoner camo into the 
galley with some soup in his hand, com- 
plaining of ix, and before he (the cook) 
knew where he was, this man struck him 
in the eye, from which witness thought 
blood was’ flowing. ‘The cuok also com- 
plained that the man had knocked him 
down and kicked him in the stomach. He 
afterwards showed witness a cut over the 
eye, some bruises on the stomach. 
The prisoner told witness that the sailors 
had got more soup than the Gremen, and 
that was the only reason given for striking 
the cook. A doctor was summoned to 
attend on the injured wan, and for ten 



































days he was unable to continue his 
duties, It was necessary to put the 
steward in the cook’s place and to pay him

‘They alleged 
in their replication—they did not allege 
it in their original petition—that the in- 
surance was on a yalued policy, and the 
meaning in point of law of a valued policy 
was that the insured and the insurers had 
come to a definite agreement between ther 
selves that the value of the subject matter 
of the insurance should be taken for all 
purposes as between the company and the 
iusured to be the sum named, and that, in 
the absence of fraud, there should be no 
right on the part of the insurance company 
to-ask for vouchers or prools or any evidence 
as to what was the real risk or true value 
of the chirge. ‘Therefore, the first question 
for the consideration of the jury was whe- 
ther the transaction between the parties in 
Tientsin in respect of two insurances was an 
agreement for a valued policy or not. ‘The 
evidence of the agreement between the par- 
ties was simply the application put in by the 
Chinese merchants and the debit note. He 
admitted that the latter was equivalent to a 
risk note, as the defendant company had no 
busines to necept the premium auiess. they 
accepted the risk, When the application was 
sent in and that debit note was issued there 
was a completed contract between the pat- 
ties, and the only question was, what was 
that contract? Was it a contract in the 
nature of an open policy; was it a contract 
to insure to the extent of $40,000 on cai 
to be laden on board the Activ at Tientsin 
in respect of which, in the event of loss, the 
Chinu Traders’ Insurance Company had a 
right to call for proof of the actual value 
put on board; or was it a valued policy 
which was evidenced on these two docu- 
ments, in virtue of which the company 
agreed to be bound without further ques 
tion as to the value. According to the 
law in England, a law not enforced 
in Hongkong, it’ was necessary before 
uy one could come into court that a 
regular, formal, properly stamped policy 
shouldbe made out, aud the application 
i risk note be, as it were, out of court 
a this case the company’s agents at Amoy, 
Boyd and Company, did fill up a policy, 
but it wasjcommon ground that the plaintits 
were not claiming on that policy at all, 
because that policy on the face of it was an 
insurance of a full cargo from Tientsin, 
Newchwang, Chefoo, Tamsui to Amoy, and. 
it was not in respect of the sum of $40,000, 
The plaintitfs came before the Court sayin, 
they ought to have the policy which ha 
been drawn up, re-formed and amended so 
as to make it in accordance with the risk 
note issued. With regard to the policy, if 
they were being sued upon it, their conten- 
tion was that as it was drawn up it was nob 
on the face of it a valued policy.

The working of the “Act to prevent the Importation of Spurious Tea” into the United States continues to be 
irregular, and to be the occasional cause of injustice and loss to Shippers. In our opinion this must always remain the 
case as long as Teas are admitted or rejected by standard and judged by the human cye. The only test should be 
fitness for human food, and any Teas condemned under that test should be destroyed without the option being 
to re-export them. Perhaps no greater condemnation of the working of the act can be found than the fact that Teas 
rejected by the United States Customs having been returned to Shanghai, have been resold here, remarked and being 
again shipped to the United States have been admitted. We understand that similar cases have occurred with Japan 
Teas,
